for the night Senator Peffer said to The

No matter what they do here the 
populists of the northwest are going 
to vote for .Bryan. While we would 
like to have our party nomination be- 
hind us, we cannot be blind to the fact 
that the people have already made the 
fight one between Bhyan ana MeKin- 
ley, and that the man who fights Bryan 
constitutes himself an ally of McKin- 
ley, whether he intends to do so or not. 
In Kansas and all the neighboring 
states we will work for Bryan, cnd 
there is no power that can change that 
determination. 

As outlined last night the Bryan people 
won a decided victory over the obstruc- 
tionists by naming Senator Butler, of North 
Carolina, for the temporary chairmanship. 
The “middle of the road forces,’’ rallied 
by Carter and Branch, of Georgia, spent 
the night and almost up to the meeting 
hour at the convention today in an effort 
to defeat Butler, but their scheme fell 
through and the slate was carried out 
without a hitch. 

A good piece of politics was worked in 
by naming Governor Stone, of Missouri, 
to deliver an address of welcome. It gave 
the Bryan men a chance to cheer together 
and become acquainted. 

The fun, however, began when Temporary 
Chairman Butler got into the middle of his 
speech. After having denounced the dem- 
ofrats for having stolen the platform and 
lauded the populists for having split the 
tWo old parties upon a principle, he paused 
and said impressively: 

The fact that we have so succeeded in 
impressing our views upon the people of 
the country imposes upon us grave re- 
Sponsibility. Shall we rise superior to 
mere claims of party and take such ac- 
tion as will insure the success of a prin- 
ciple for which we have fought? 

“Yes,” answered a voice, ‘‘by voting for 
Bryan.” 

It was here that’ a storm of cheers and 
hisses, which the chairman had some diffi- 
culty in suppressing, broke forth, Butler 
continued: 

We have reached the point when we 
are called upon for that supreme test of 
Patriotism in voting for our principles, 
though it may appear to hurt our party 
Organization. V.et us stand up for prin- 
ciples and contribute to the defeat of 
Mckinieyism. 

The bstructionists were restive under the 
strong argument made by the chairman 
and interrupted him in many ways, but as 
far as could be seen the majority of the 
convention was in sympathy with him. As 
8°0n as he had concluded he was surround- 
ed by hundreds of delegates, who congrat- 
ulated him upon his success in pointing 
the Way to a union of all the silver forces. 

Carter Prepares To Fight. 

The convention had hardly carried a mQ- 
tion to adjourn until 8 o’clock at night be- 
fore Yancy Carter, of Georgia, called upon 
all middie of the roaders to stay and or- 
Ranize for a fight against the regular or- 
&anization. The scene which followed was 
one hard for one not present to believe. 

Congressman M. W. Howard, of Alabama, 
who won some notoriety from the 

Writing of a blasphemous book, 
addressed those who remained. The 
Blanders about the south retailed by 
Carpet-baggers in reconstruction times 
Paled into insignificance before the indict- 
ment of southern honor, politically and 
Socially, drawn by Howard. 

He stated that women and children were 
dtiven from their homes; that assassina- 
tion was the order of the day and that 
all populists were in danger of their lives. 
He was followed by Stump Ashby, of 
Texas, who interlarded oaths and curses 
into his remarks, notwithstanding the pres- 
€nce of many ladies.

Several people around 
him, however, dissuaded him from his pur- 
pose, and when Chairman Butler arrived 
he adjourned the convention until 10 o’clock 
tomorrow,

WORKING IN SHIRTSLEEVES. 
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Delegates Throw Dignity and Shirts | 


Aside for Comfort. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 22,—The middle of 
the road delegates, who followed the lead 
of the Texas people and/ joined with them 
in their opposition to Senator Butler, the 
choice of the national committee for tem- 
porary chairnran of the populist conven- 
tion, héld a meeting this morning and re- 
considered the action taken last night at 
a late hour. 

The decision to run Judge ©. D. Jones, 
of Missouri, against Senator Butler for 
temporary chairman was rescinded and 
it was agreed to make no opposition to 
the election of Senator Butler for the 
temporary presiding officer. Last night 
the delegates, led by a few hot-heads and 
believing that they had a safe majority of 
the total number of delegates in favor of 
an independent ticket, would not listen 
to more conservative delegates, who pre- 
ferred that the fight be made against the 
nomination of Bryan instead of compli- 
cating matters by attempting to over- 
throw the action of the national conrmittee 
in selecting Senator Butler, whose views 
on making the ticket did not coincide 
with the views of the middle of the road 
people. California and several western 
states this morning suggested in the in- 
terest of harmony that no contests should 
be made against Senator Butler, and af- 
ter a short but turbulent session in the 
Texas headquarters, the decision was ar- 
rived at to make no fight on temporary 
chairman. The delegates who favor the 
Straight-out populist ticket declare that 
this action was not due to any lack of 
strength, but was solely in the interest 
of harmony. They claim to be able to 
contro.l the convention and express them- 
selves as positive that Bryan will not be 
nominated or indorsed. 

The same uncertainty and confusion pre- 
vailed about the hour of meeting of the 
populist convention, as about the various 
matters connected with it. Ten o'clock, 
eleven and noon had been publicly given 
out as the hour, with nmfore or less ap- 
parent authority. At the earliest of these 
points of time there were not fifteen dele- 
gates in the hall and a few solitary fig- 
ures were to be seen, scattered here and 
there through the spectator’s gallery. An 
hour later the accessions about doubled 
the number of people on the floor and the 
galleries. 

The hall “was practically in the same 
condition as to arrangements and decora- 
tions that it was in when the republican 
convention assembled in it five weeks ago, 
except that the pictures of Washington, 
Grant, Sherman and others had been taken 
away, and that the place reserved for 
the chairman, secretaries and other of- 
ficials and celebrities on the stage was 
absolutely unprovided with tables, chairs 
or any other part of the necessary outfit. 
The reason for this nakedness in the most 
important and conspicuous part of the 
hall was past finding out. 

The absence of brass bands as an almost 
necessary adjunct to all) political gather- 
ings has been particularly noticeable * in 
connection with the populists. There was 
en exception made today, however, a band 
being located in the gallery back of the 
chairman’s stand. : 

Threw Dignity and Coats Aside. 

Many of the delegates, setting ceremony 
and dignity aside as unbefitting the 
weather and the occasion, divested them- 
selves of coats and sat in their shirt 
sleeves, fanning themselves assiduously. 
The unceremoniousness of the whole affair 
was further indicated by the presence of 
some ladies in the seats of delegates .and 
by the carrying around of the youngest 
Coxey child baptized by the name of 
“Legal Tender.” The ladies, however, sat 
on the right of the entrance, being dele- 
gates from the state of Colorado and five 
in number, and every one of them an ora- 
tor. 

At 11:30 o'clock the first motion was

SILVER CONVENTION

St. Louis, Mo., July .22.—The national 
silver party convention was called to order 
at 12:30 o'clock today and adjourned four 
hours later to meet in the morning at 10. 

The conditions governing entrance to the 
silver convention, which js holdtng its sSes- 
sions in the music hall of the exposition 
building, were almost @8 rigorous as at 
Chicigo on the opening day of the demo- 
convention, althoUgh the demands 
were so few that at five 
there was no one in the 
band, @nd on the floor 
two hundred persons,

Temporary Chairman Newlands and Mr. 
Towne, of Minnesota, one of the bolting 
republicans, appeared amd took seats on 
the platform, accompanied by slight ap- 
plause. They were soon followed by Mr. 
Ww. P. St. John, the ex-New York na- 
tional banker, slated for permanent chair- 
man. 

The only banner In the hall outside of the 
regular decorations was carried by the 
Minnesota delegation and was intended to 
announce the declaration of Herr Most, 
the New Yorker, for McKinley. It repre- 
sents Most and McKinley shaking hands. 
The right arm of McKinley bears the word 
‘“Trust’’ and that of Most the word ‘‘An- 
archy.” Across the top are the words 
‘Inite and down these,” and at its base, 
“The modern Herod and Pilate unite to cru- 
cify the common people.” 

Among the delegates who began to enter 
the hall in squads at noon were a number 
of ladies, the Colorado delegation alone 
containing six, whose gowns were of the 
latest pattern and hats of the smarest va- 
riety. They occupied front seats. 

Senator Pettigrew, of South Dakota, an- 
other of the republican bolters, arrived at 
12:05 and joinéd Messrs. Newlands and St. 
John on the platform. 

At 12:30 o’clock Chairman Mott, of North 
Carolina, called the convention to order 
and announced that proceedings would be 
opened with the reading of the call for 
the convention by J..M. Deyine, secretary 
of the Bimetallic -Learcues Veegiee - 
cordingly done, Dr. Mett imtroduced Hon. 
Francis G. Newlands, representative in 
congress from Nevada, as the temporary 
chairman, who addressed the convention, 
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MRS. MARY ELLEN LEASE, 
As She Appeared Yesterday in the Popu- 
list Convention, 
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Mr. Newlands’s references to the declara- 
tions by the democratic platform for free 
coinage of siiver aj the ratio of 16 to.1, 
without international agreement, and to 
the qualities of the democratic candidates 
were received with much favor by the 
delegates. 

His Suggestion that bimetallists retain- 
ing independence of conviction and ac- 
tion upon non-essentials, should unite upon 
the essential issue of the campaign with 
democrats and under the gallant 
young leader named by that party 
march to victory, received a tumultuous 
response, which indicated the intention of 
the delegates to do that very thing. 

His assertion that the silver -party ob- 
jected to English policy upon American 
soil elicited the most tumultuous applause 
of any point of his speech. Mr. Newlands 
spoke fifty minutes and Was warmly ap- 
plauded at the close. 

A permanent organization was then un- 
dertaken, committees being named by eall- 
ing the roll of states. Some of those which 
were represented failed to respond so that 
it was impossible to tell how many states 
were in the convention. 

Innovation in the Programme. 

After raming the committee on creden- 
tials the temporary cha!trman suggested 
that the state delegations get together and 
select their representatives on the several] 
commitees and pending this, Miss Lallie 
Pierce, of St. Louis, was escorted to the 
platform. She was arrayed in a garb of 
‘white, over which draped the American 
flag with a liberty cap on her head. 

On her left arm she wore shoulder and 
wrist bracelets connected with chains of 
gold coins, and on her bosom a delegate 
badge, the color of which was of old gold. 
She stood in front of the presiding officer's 
desk, which was draped with yellow silk. 
bordered with gold bullion fringe. Miss 
Pierce carried a small flag, and waving it, 
said: 

“Americans, under the folds of our grand 
old flag, I salute you.”

Telegram from Senator Teller. 

It was finally agreed that the state dele- 
gations should hand the names of the 
different members of the committees to 
the secretary. While the lists were being 
prepared Chairman Newlands read the fol- 
lowing telegram from Senator Teller: 

I, N. Stevens, St. Louis—The money

Our farmers all over 
the country have endured the depression 
in prices until they get about $8 or $9 
per acre for an expenditure of $10 per 
acre, and the like, their credit is ex- 
hausted at their country stores, the 
country. store ceases to order from the 
city merchant, the city merchant re- 
duces his demand upon the manufactur- 
er, manufacturers are curtailed.

Chairman Bradshaw of 
was authorized to secure 
a minister to serve as 
convention. 

Most of the delegates were in their seats 
promptly at 4:30, and quite a sprinkling 
of visitors were in the galleries. At 4:5) 
o'clock Chairman Newlands dropped his 
gavel. Mr. Williams, a delegate from Ne- 
braska, moved that a committee of three 
be appointed to invite the delegates to the 
populist convention to take seats in the 
galleries for the afternoon, the populists 
not being in session, It was unanimously 
adopted. 

The committee on rules made its report 
recommending that the rules of the present 
congress be used in the conduct of the 
convention's business. The committee on 
credentials reported no contests and sug- 
gested that any portion of a state delega- 
tion present in the convention could cast 
the full vote of the delegation. The re- 
port was adopted. 

The committee on permanent organiza- 
tion reported the officers as already named, 
and the report was accepted with cheers, 

While a committee was escorting Mr. St. 
John to the chair, Mr. Newlands announced 
that Mr. Towne would address the con- 
vention tomorrow. The delegates appeared 
delighted to know that the business of 
the convention was not to be rushed 
through and a final adjournment reached 
tonight, as had been reported. Mr. New- 
lands then introduced Mr. St. John as 
permanent chairman. 


Speech by Mr. St. John. 

Mr. St. John prefaced his remarks by 
saying that it having been intimated that 
he would be asked to preside over the con- 
vention ‘he had put his remarks in writing 
so that what he had to say might be in a 
shape which he would not regret having 
said. (Cheers.) He, therefore, asked the 
indulgence of the convention while he read 
rather than trust to the eloquence of the 
occasion. 

At the outset Mr. St. John captured the 
delegates by interpolating a statement that 
he should speak from a banker's stand- 
point, and that if he were addressing a 
gathering of bankers he would use no dif- 


ferent terms. 


Mr. St. John said: 

Gentlemen of the Convention—The skill 
and efficiency of your labors in the past 
have been rewarded by the adoption 
of your demand for legislation by two 
great organizations of the people, name- 
ly, the democracy and the people's 
pafty. If your are now able to induce 
a coalition of these two organizations

Maintaining a Balance. 


The banker must learn to distinguish 
between cheap money and money com- 
manding a low interest. The dollar 
worth two bushels of wheat is a dear 
dollar, and yet it commands interest in 
Wall street at present of but 2 per cent 
per annum on call. If the dollar can 
be cheapened by increasing the number 
of dollars, so .chat each dollar will buy 
less wheat, the increasing price of wheat 
will increase the demand for dollars to 
invest in the production. Then the bor- 
rower of dollars to invest in the produc- 
tion of wheat being reasonably sure of 
a profit from that employment of the 
money can afford to pay _inter- 
est or use as a part 
of his profit. In other words, interest 
is a share of the profit on the employ- 
ment of money. So that abundant 
money, money readily obtainable, which 
is to say really cheap money, is the 
money which commands a high rate of 
interest, as a share of the profit of the 
borrower in using it. 

As we appeal to the country, in the 
justice of our cause, one or two points 
of common inquiry must be satisfied, 
as follows: The experience of Mexico 
is held up for our alarm. We answer 
first, that Mexico is conspicuously pros- 
perous at home. Her increase in man- 
ufactures, railway earnings and the like 
in recent, years is phenomenal. Second, 
Mexico is no criterion for the United 
States, for the reason that she has a 
foreign trade indebtedness of about $20,- 
000,000 annually in excess of the vasue 
of her exports of cotton, sugar, coffee, 
hides and the like, which must be paid 
for in the surplus product of her mines. 
Her silver, therefore, goes abroad as 
merchandise and at a valuation fixed 
by the outside world. The United States 
on the other hand is a nation of seventy 
millions of people, scattered over a ter- 
ritory seventeen times the area of 
France. A single one of our railway 
systems, the Erie, exceeds the aggre- 
gate railway mileage of all Mexico. 
We offer employment for money to an 
aggregate greater. than the world's 
spare silver will furnish us. Hence, 
our silver money, at home and abroad, 
will be valued as the money of the 
United States. 

The opposition threatens us with a 
flood of Europe’s silver upon our re- 
opened mints. We answer, Eupope has 
no silver but her silver money. Her sil- 
ver money valwes silver at from three 
cents to seven cents on the dollar higher 
than ours. Hence, the European mer- 
chant or banker must sacrifice from 
three to seven per cent of his full legal

mints. Europe’s silverware, like Ameri-— 
ca’s silverware, carries in it the addi- 
tional value of labor and the manu- 
facturer’s profit.

BLOWS OUT HIS OWN BRAINS 


Terrible Tragedy at the Foot of the 
Blue Ridge, 


SHOOTS MOTHER AND BABE 


Fearful Sight at the Scene of Death 


and Carnage. 


BERRYMAN WAS CRAZED WITH WHISKY 


It Is Thought He Quarreled with His 
Wife Because of Another Woman. 
Six Lives Taken by the Same 
Hand in a Peaceful 
Georgia County. 


Royston, Ga., July 22.—(SpecialjA 
crime bloodier than the Woolfolk murder, 
more appalling than the monstrous deed 
of Holmes, was committed in Madison coun- 
ty, five miles south of this place and be- 
tween Elberton and Toccoa, late yesterday 
afternoon, 

Dave Berryman, a well-known farmer, 
shot down his four 
his own 


murdered his wife, 
children and then blew 
brains, 

The tragedy has 
criminal annals of the state. 

Just what caused the awful deed is 
not known, and perhaps will never be, 
as no eye witness lives to tell the story. 
But it is supposed that Berryman, in- 
flamed with intoxicants and enraged by 
the chiding of his wife because of his 
attentions to another woman, became sud- 
denly insane and decided to annihilate 
his whole family. How well he succeeded, 
the front roonr of a pretty little cottage 
just at the foot of the Blue Ridge testi- 
fies. 

When the neighbors rushed in after the 
awful discovery was made, three of the 
little children were found on one side of 
the room piled in a mangled mass, their 
heads blown from their bodies. A few 
feet away lay the lacerated corpse of the 
mother, and across her breast was the 
body of her infant, its baby fingers clutch- 
ing in death its mother’s hair, matted with 


out 


no parallel in the 


gore, 

On the bed near by was found the 
body of Berryman. After ¥fling his fam- 
ily, he had deliberately reloaded his gun, 
walked across the room, viewed the ‘re- 
sult of his horrible work, sat down upon 
the bed and emptied the contents of -his 
breech loading gun into his own head. 

The discovery was made by a servant 
girl, who was in the habit of nrilking for 
the Berryman family late every afternoon. 
It was the custom of one of the little 
tots to assist her in these duties. Miss- 
ing him yesterday. afternoon, she decided 
to go up to the house to find the cause 
of his absence. The horrible spectacle 
met her gaze as she entered the door- 
way. 

Just inside of the front room was a 
pool of blood, and spattered over the four 
walls were the brains of the murdered 
family. Appalled by the sickening sight, 
stunned for the moment at a scene she 
realize as true, the girl 
to the nearest house and 
discovery she had 


could scarcely 
made her way 
told of the _ horrible 
made. 

The alarm was given. Hundreds gather- 
ed from all sections of the county. Never 
before was such a scene witnessed in 
north Georgia. Old men accustomed to 
the scenes of carnage stood back, hesitat- 
ing to enter the cottage. Women stood 
about wringing their hands and weeping 
hysterically. The rage of the people rar 
high at the awful deed, but there was no 
way in which to vent their anger. Some 
one mentioned the name of the woman 
with whom it was supposed Berryman had 
been intimate, and because of which inti- 
macy it was thought he had quarreled 
with his wife. 

The crowd caught the name and surged 
in the direction of Royston, but cooler 
heads prevailed and an additional 
was averted. 

The remains of the 
were removed to Royston at 1 o'clock this 
afternoon. Thousands had gone to 
the scene of slaughter roadway 
between Berryman’'s cottage Aya the town.

Berryman’s Past Life. 
Dave Berryman was a man well known 
in this section. He had many relatives who 
are prominent in Madison county and be- 
longed to a family of six brothers and six 
sisters. His father is one of the oldest 
citizens of this county, and neither to him 
nor to his aged wife has the news of the 
erime been made alown, 
Berryman was a man of fine physique, 
and rather good looking. He was thirty- 


eight years of age, and had been married 
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twice. His first wife was Miss Scarborough, 

quite a good looking young lady, daughter 
of the former sheriff of Madison county, 

In 1889 she secured a divorce upon the 
grounds of cruelty. On the same day the 
divorce was granted Berryman led to the 
altar Miss Hall, a daughter of a farmer 
now located in Lindale, Smith county, Tex. 
Miss Hall was a young lady of quiet de- 
meanor, and for several years the couple 
seemed to live happily together. Berryman 
worked industriously and was regarded as 
a citizen of good repute. Several years 
ago he began to drink heavily, and since 
then has kept up a dissipated career. When 
under the influence of whisky he seemed 
crazed and was difficult to control. 

Wanted To Kill Them All. 

Just one year ago a wife of one of the 
neighbors dropped in to see Mrs. Berry- 
man, She knocked upon the door several 
times without getting a response, but 
finally Berryman came to the door, reeling 
under the influence of whisky. He carried 
a shotgun in-his‘ hand, and seemed nerved 
up to a high rage. 

The woman screamed and 
leave. Berryman called her back and de- 
manded to know her mission. She informed 
him that she came to call upon his wife. 

“You can see her,” he replied, “but you 
must make it short, for she has only five 
minutes to live.”* 

The woman was horrified. Guarded by 
Berryman, who held his shotgun to his 
sfoulder, she entered the room and found 
Mrs. Berryman seated in a large rocking 
chair in the middle of the room, surrounded 
by her little children. 

“You see I put them tn a circle,””’ mute 
tered Berryman with a drunken oath, “‘so 
I can get a good shot at the whole bunch. 
I’m going to kill ’em out, and I'll make a 
cledn job of it.” 

What deterred Berryman from his san- 
guinary purpose then is not known. The 
woman made her escape and informed the 
neighbors of what had happened. They ar- 
rived in time to quiet the drunken rage 
of the madman and rescue his family. 

The Multi-Murderer at Church. 
Just before the tragedy yesterday Berry- 
man Was at a service at Mill Shoal church, 
where he remained for some time. Upon 
his way home he stopped by a shingle mill, 
where it is said he loaded up with a bounti- 
ful supply of corn whisky. 

He went from the mill immediately home, 
and it is supposed that just upen his ar- 
rival the crime was committed. 

What was done before the deed seems to 
-have* been a repetition of the scene of last 
year. Berryman called his wife and chil- 
dren about him. The oldest child was just 
seven years old and the youngest an infant 
of seven months, which the mother was 
nursing at her breast. 

The gun used was a breech-loader, and 
only one barrel could be fired. Six shots 
were fired, and between each he deliberately 
drew out the cartridge and inserted a new 
load before blowing out the brains of the 
next victim. 

After Berryman had killed his wife and 
four children, and before he put the load 
into his own head, it appears that he waited 
for some time. 

He Heard the Shots. 

Seaborn Ginn, a nephew of Berryman, was 
at work about’a quarter of a mile away. 
He heard the report of the gun when Berry- 
man killed his family, but says he thought 
nothing of it, as his uncle was in the habit 
of shooting about his house. 

Soon afterwards Ginn passed the house on 
his way home. Berryman was in the door 
holding the smoking gun above his head. 

“I have sent my wife and children away,” 
he cried, ‘‘come in and watch me finish up 
the work.” 

Ginn laughed and passed on. He thought 
it was one of the customary jokes of his 
uncle. 

Former Wife Chief Mourner. 

A strange incident of the tragedy is the 
attitude of Berryman’s first wife, from 
whom he was divorced in 1889. 

She appears to be chief mourner, 
weeps incessantly. 

As the curious crowd pushed into the 
house of carnage this afternoon this former 
Wife was seated upon the steps convulsed 
: with grief, and declaring between her sobs 
that she had always loved Berryman from 
the morning of her marriage. This former 
wife refused to be comforted. 

Used a Knife First. 

An examination of the body of his victims 
showed that the throat of the eldest boy 
was gashed with the blade of a small knife. 
It was thought that Berryman began his 
work of annihilation with a knife first, but 
finding it .too slow, decided to use his gun. 

The Funeral Today. 

The funeral of the Berryman family will 
occur tomorrow at noon from the house of 
one of Berryman’s brothers. 

The six coffins containing the mutilated re- 
mains have been moved there. 

Thousands of people will gather tomorrow 
from every section of the county to wit- 
ness the funeral services.

Chairman Butler Strikes the Keynote 
of Patriotism—Estimate Sent 
Out After Midnight. 
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tions for the chairman and officers. Soon 
after this some workmen hung over the 
railing of one of the galleries a fair-sized 
picture of Abraham Lincoln, draped in the 
American flag, and the sight of it drew out 
the first manifestation of applause. or in- 
terest that the convention -had yet given 
"rns occasional cheers went up from the 
same quarter_of the hall and it was ascer- 
tained that the provocation for them came 
from the receipt of successive telegrams 
to the Texas delegates from their home 
constituencies, urging them not to “turn 
to the right, or turn to the left, but keep 
to the middle of the road.’’ 

There were only three colored delegates 
present. These were: From Colorado, C. 
W. Burford: from Georgia, 8S. D. Walton, 
and from Kansas, James Breck. 

At 12 o’clock there was still no sign of 
an organization of the convention, the 
portion of the hall reserved for delegates 
was then about two-thirds filled and there 
were not a hundred spectators in the Zal- 
leries. Probably one-third of the delegates 
were in their shirt sleeves and many wo- 
men, not delegates, were seated among 
them. 

The appearance of two American flags, 
borne by members of the Mississippi dele- 
gation, with the motto: “No compromise,”’ 
attracted attention and some little ap- 
plause, 

When the Massachusetts delegation en- 
tered the hall, bearing on their banner the 
inscription “The spirit of seventy-six,” 
there were a few cheers, and in the mean- 
time there was hung over the gallery ral- 
ing behind their stand a picture, appa- 
rently that of Peter Cooper, the New York 
millionaire and philanthropist, with the 
motto from one of his letters or speeches: 
“National prosperity cannot be restored 
by enforced idleness on a large pvurtion 
of the people.” 

Then also thé members of the populist 
national committee and several prominent 
delegates teok seats on the platform. 

All this time there was much commotion 
in the Texas end of the hall, where sev- 
eral fiery delegates harangued their col- 
leagues. 
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CONVENTION TALLED TO ORDER. 


Committee on Credentials Named and 
Work Begun. 


St. Louis, July 22.—The populist conven- 
tion was called to order at 12:38 o'clock by 
Mr. Taubeneck, chairmar of the national 
committee, and Rev. W. R. L. Smith, of 
the Third Baptist church, of St. Louis, 
offered prayer. 

Governor William J. Stone, of Missouri, 
delivered an address of welcome. He said: 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Convention—I come to extend a genuine 
and hearty welcome to those hospitali- 
ties of the state to which I have the 
honor to be the executive officer. Free- 
dom of opinion on religious, political 
and social, and all other subjects; free- 
dom of action so long as the exercise 
of that freedom does not disturb public 
order, or trench on the just rights of 
others, are’ cardinal principles in our 

great government system. 

In this state we seek to give to that 
basic idea its best possible expression. 
We differ as to the methods and we 
differ often as to policies and prin- 
ciples, but it is to be devoutly hoped 
that all of us are actuated by love of 
country and by motives of the greatest 
patriotism. 

You are, gentlemen, in a crucial 
period, as I esteem it, not only of party 
history, but of national history. It 
would be unbecoming of me to make 
any suggestion whatever as to the duty 
of this convention. I can, however, 
without impropriety say. that I hope 
that every gentleman occupying a seat 
in this great body will perform the im- 
portant and responsible duty imposed 
upon him with an eye single to the 
public good, to the development of our 
country and to the promotion of the 
felicity of our people and the glory of 
the republic. 

Ignatius Donnelly, of Minnesota, responded 
to Governor Stone’s address of welcome. 
He spoke of the different cities that had 
desired the convention, mentioning Chicago 
as the ‘‘queenly”’ city of / magnificent 
growth, which is a miracle of our Ameri- 
can civilization. But St. Louis was select- 
ed because it was prominently the heart 
and center of the American continent, the 
grandest body of agricultural and fertile 
lands on the face of the earth.” 

Mr.. Donnelly said the men of Valley 
Forget had no more sublime and tremend- 
ous duty than we have today. No man, 
however great, is worth a scintilla against 
the interests of this great party. He closed 
by making an eloquent appeal for unity, 
declaring: 

I stood at the cradle of the old green- 

back party. (Cheers.) I stood at the 
cradle of the people’s party. God for- 
bid I should be here today to attend 
its funeral. Stand together, friends. 
Lift up your hearts to the majesty and 
the dignity of the duties laid upon your 
shoulders. 
The chairman asked such members of the 
executive committee as were in the body 
of the hall to.step up to the platform. 
Among those who thus advanced was Mrs. 
Mary Ellen Lease, who was warmly 
cheered. 


Temporary Chairman Introduced. 
Chairman Taubeneck introduced as tem- 
porary chairman of the convention Senator 
Marion Butler, of North Carolina, who was 
received with three cheers, which he char- 
acterized as “a cyclone of patriotism.’ 
All history taught he said, and history 
showed that there always came crises in 
the affairs of men when humanity was 
raised to a higher level, accordingly as 
the men on whose shoulders the respon- 
sibility rested were able to meet the crises 
with wisdom and patriotism. (Cheers.) 
And to solve it to the betterment of hu- 
manity, two principal parties, he said, had 
held national conventions. this year, had 
adopted platforms and had put forward 
their leaders, and now another great politi- 
cal party, young, but a growing giant in 
strength, had assembled to speak to the 
American people in this critical and impor- 
tant hour. (Cheers.) The populists were 
— because there was need of them to be 
ere, 
The parties that had had charge of the 
government since the war had succeeded 
in bringing the nation to the verge of 
bankruptcy and ruin, and had _ necessi- 
tated the existence of the populist or- 
ganization. The two parties had vied with 
each other in “straddling,” and now 
“straddling was a thing of the past.” 
He went on to speak of the transporta- 
tion question as standing side by side 
with the money question, and declared 
that both these great questions would have 
to be solved before the country got back 
to prosperity. The Standard oil trust, he 
declared, would not exist today if it was 
not for its copartership with transporta- 
tion companies. . 

Butler Insinuates Bryan. 

If the people’s party were to go out of 
existence tomorrow the next democratic 
national convention would report a plat- 
fornt on which Bryan would not stand. 
(Cheers.) The people’s party had raised an 
issue so universal, sO great, so important 
that it split both the old parties in two. 
(Laughter and applause.)

Senator Butler went on: 

While this party lives, and God grant

If this convention cannot follow its 
own teachings it is unworthy to rep- 
resent the people. What is your duty 
today? It is to indorse and approve 
what is right and to condemn what is 
wrong. No other course is true popu- 
lism. The nrission of the people’s par- . 
ty has been to strike down what is 
wrong and to hold up what is right. 
If you waver in your principles, then 
you become no better than the old 
parties which you were raised to de- 
stroy. I believe that this convention 
is going to do the wise thing. I believe 
that it is going to stand together. It 
is not going to split. We have split 
both the old parties. We dfad it on 
ta principle; but we, ourselves, will 
not split, because we stand upon the 
principle and are not going to be fool- 
ish enough to split upon details.

NO LIGHTS IN THE EVENING. 


Populist Convention Forced To Ad- 


journ Because of Darkness. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 22.—When the popu- 
lists got together in convention hall this 
evening they were in trouble. Wo provis- 
fon had been made for lighting the hall. 
Neither gas nor electricity gave a ray of 
light. The candles provided by the news- 
paper correspondents and the telegraph 
companies for their own use served to 
make the darkness intense and mfore pic- 
turesque. There was a full attendance on 
the floor and many spectators in the gal- 
leries. For half an hour humorously in- 
clined people in the galleries and on the 
floor indulged in jokes at the expense of 
the populists, and jeers and college yells 
prevailed, 

Some attempts at explanations were made 
from the chairman's platform, but they 
were received with derision and hoot- 
ings. Finally some of the delegates start- 
ed to sing the national anthem. Others 
joined in and the band played te accom- 
paniment, and this restored better humor.

WHAT THE PLATFORM MAY BE.

Situation at 1 O’Clock This Morning 
as to the Planks. 

St. Louis, July 23.—(1 a. m.)—The leading 
members of the populist party are agreed 
that the national] platform shall follow 
closely the line of ahe Omaha platform 
adopted four years ago. This platform, if 
agreed to, will be more or less modified, 
and in this form will be practically as 
follows: 


1.We demand a national currency, 
se.fe, sound and flexible, issued by the 
general goveinment only, a full iegal 
tender for ali debts, public and private, 
and without the use of banking corpora- 
tions; a just, equitable and e*Ticient 
means of distribution direct to the 
people. 

2. We demand the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold at the pres- 
ent legal ratio of 16 to 1. 

3. We demand that ‘he amount of the 
circulating medium be speedily increased 
in sufficient quantity to transact the 
business of the country on a cash basis, 

4. We Cemand a graduated income tax. 
5. We believe that the money of the 
country should ye * as much as pussi- 
ble in the hands of the people, and hence 
we demand that all state and national 
reverves shall be limited to the neces- 
Bary expenses of the PR eran 
eccrcmically and honestly adniinistered. 

We demand that postal savings 
banks be established by the government 
for the safe deposits of the earnings of 
the people and to facilitate exchange.

All land now held by railroads 
and other corporations in excess of their 
natural needs, and all land now owned 
by aliens should be reclaimed by the

It will be observed that the sub-treasury 
Plan which was one of the features of the 
Omaha platform has beeg abandoned. It 
is explained that this was an alliance 
“fad,” which was only agreed to by the 
People’s party as a compromise and to 
placate the alliance element, which four 
years ago was a strong factor in- the 
populist ranks, “‘General’’ Coxey, of Ohio, 
who is a conspicuous figure at this con- 
vention, will tomorrow strongly urge the 
committee on resolutions to insert a plank 
favoring ‘his non-interest bearing bond 
scheme, but it was said at midnight that 
this will not be acceptable to ue majori-

Estimate Sent Out at Midnight En- 


couraging for Silver. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 22.—The Bryan steer- 
ing committee find tonight that a sufficient 
number of votes are pledged to their cah- 
didate to insure his nomination by the 
populists on the first ballot. The following 
vote, showing the Bryan Strength by 
states, was furnished to the Southern As- 
sociated Press at midnight as a transcript 
of their official poll:

This estimate is held to be very conserva- 
tive and it is thought that it under-esti- 
mates the Bryan strength by at least 100 
votes. As the total number of delegates 
in attendance will not exceed 1,300, it will 
be seen from the foregoing figures that Mr. 
Bryan will have a clear majority of 100 at 
least. Some of the enthusiastic Bryan men 
believe that when the opposition discovers 
him to be in the lead their strength will 
rapidly diminish and that before the close 
of the first ballot his nomination will be 
made practically unanfmous. 

It must not be inferred from this, how- 
ever, that ‘Mr. Sewall, of Maine, will share 
in this triumph. The Sewall men admit 
that the great preponderance of senti- 
ment among the delegates is unfriendly to 
Mr. Sewall and that some other gentleman 
will be selected for the second place. This 
will probably be a southern man, inas- 
much as the opposition to Bryan is mainly 
confined to the delegations from that sec- 
tion, and this means will be taken to make 
their disappointment less keen.

Con- 
tests were reported from the states of 
Colorado, Illinois, Missouri and Wisconsin. 

It was decided to take up contests in al- 
phabetical order and to allow each side 
half an hour. The Colorado contest was 
first heard.

And India’s absorption of 
siiver will be enlarged by the steadi- 
ness of price for silver fixed by our 
reopened mints. 

“Retirement” of Gold. 


They threaten us with a “sudden re- 
tirement o f $600,000,000 of gold, with 
the accompanying panic, causing con- 
traction commercial disaster un- 
paralleled.” We answer that out total 
stock of gold, other than about $10,000,- 
000 or $15,000,000 circulating on the Pa- 
cifit coast, is already in retirement. 
Practically all our gold is in the United 
States treasury or held by banks. The 
gold in the treasury will remain there 
if the secretary avails of his option to 
redeem United States notes in silver. 
The gold in the banks constitutes the 
quiet and undisturbed portion of their 
reserves against their liabilities. It 
will continue to do money duty as such 
reserve after free coinage for silver is 
enacted. Hence a premium_on it will 
not contract the currency. The utmost 
possible contraction of the currency will 
be the few millions circulating on the 
Pacific coast, and this will be retired 

lowly. 

- pret fe threat of a flight of gold 
was made for the Bland act of 1878. 
President Hayes was urged to veto it, 
but congress passed it over his veto. 
Instead of a flight of gold, as h 
been predicted, we gained by importation 
$4,000,000 for the first year, $70,000,000 
the next and $90,000,000 the third year. 
During the twelve years that the act 
was on the statute books, we gained 
$221,000,000 of foreign gold. Instead of 
the destruction of our credit abroad. 
as had been predicted, the United 
States 4 per cent loan, which stood at 
101 on the day of the enactment, sold 
at 120 per cent within three years and 
at 130 per cent subsequently. Instead 
of defeating the resumptien of specie 
payments on January Ist of the _ fol- 
lowing year, the $24,000. in silver, 
which was coined in 1878 and circu- 
lated by means of silver certificates, 
reduced the demand upon the govern- 
ment for gold. Hence the threat of 
disaster now is without historic foun- 
dation. 


Results of Mints Reopening. 


This, then, is what will fillow the 
reopening of our mints -to silver: The 
gold already in the treasruy will re- 
main there, if common sense dictates 
the treasury managenfent; that is if 
the treasurer exercises the option to 
redeem United States notes in silver. 
A premium on gold will not occasion 
a contraction of the currency, bank 
hoards of gold continuing to serve as 
a portion of bank reserves against 
bank liabilities. 

A premium on gold will tend to in- 
crease our exports by causing a high- 
er rate of foreign exchange; that is 
to say, by yielding a larger net return 
in dollars on the sale of bills of ex- 
change drawn against goods exported. 
A premium will tend to diminish our 
imports by increasing the cost of bills 
of exchange with which to pay for 
goods imported. The tendency of in- 
creasing our exports and décreasing our 
imports will be first to set out spindles 
running, swell the number of paid oper- 
atives, increase their wages, thereby 
adding to the number and paying capac- 
ity of consumers and thus enlarge our 
home market for all home products and 
manufacturers, with prosperity in gener- 
al as the result assured. The tendency of 
increasing our exports and diminishing 
our imports will be to establish a cred- 
it balance of trade for the United 
States. A credit balance of § trade 
means that Europe has beconre our 
debtor and must settle with us in 
money. Europe’s silver money is over- 
valued in her gold, compared with ours, 
by from 3 to 7 cents on the dollar. 
The European merchant or banker 
will, therefore, make his trade settle- 
ments with us in gold, more profita- 
ble by from 3 to 7 per cent than his 
silver. With the instant that European 
trade settlements with the United 
States are in gold, parity for our gold 
and silver money is established in the 
markets of the world. ‘Therewith the 
371% grains of pure silver in our sil- 
ver dollar and the 23.22 grains of gold 
in our. gold dollar are of exactly equal 
worth as bullion in New York. 


Naming Special Committees. 

The next business in order, Chairman 
St. John announced, was the appointment 
of special committees. Mr. G. W. Baker, 
of CeTifornia, moved the appointment of a 
committee consisting of one from each state 
to meet a similar committee from the pop- 
ulist committee to take the questions up of 
difference between the two parties for the 
purpose of coming to some rational agree- 
ment, to the end that the nomination of 
Bryan and Sewall might be ratified by the 
two conventions.

11 o'clock, and by acclamation nominated 
E. B. Lewis. of Macon county, for con- 
ovene. as the successor to Hon, Charles 
F. Crisp. 

The convention Was one of the largest 
attended, both by delegates and specta- 
tors, ever known in the third district. 
Of the thirteen counties in the district all 
were represented except Stewart. 
Considering the fact that the nomina- 
tion of Lewis was a foregone conclusion 
and that there was no element of a con- 
test in the convention, the large attend- 
ance was remarkable and was a compli- 
ment and an honor to the nominee. The 
proceedings were characterized by enthus- 
jasm and interest and the speeches were 
timely and were received with applause. 

The Fort Valley brass band was in at- 
tendance. 

The race In the primaries had been run 
by Lewis, of Macon; Allen Fort, of Sum- 
ter, and Charley Warren, of Pulaski. 
The counties voted eighteen for Lewis, 
twelve for Fort and four for Wara&n, 
making a total of thirty-four votes. 

At the convention today the names of 
Fort and Warren were not present. 

R. N. Holtzclaw, of Perry, chairnran of 
the executive committee of the third con- 
gressional district, called the convention 
to order, and extended a hearty welcome 
in behalf of Perry to the delegates and 
visitors. He made a good speech and de- 
clared that the platform which was adopt- 
ed by the national convention at Chicago 
is indorsed and approved by a vast ma- 
jority of the democrat party.

Fort Will Support Lewis. 

W. M. Hawkes, of Sumter, arose and 
addressed the chair. Hawkes was from 
the home county of Allen Fort, who had 
been Mr. Lewis’s most formidable opponent 
in the primary race, and the convention 
did not know what Hawkes was going to 
Say. Some thought he arose to put Fort 
in nomination. He started by saying: 
“When Charles Crisp—” 

But for several moments he was not per- 
mitted to say anything, for at the men- 
tion of the name of the great democratic 
leader, distinguished ex-speaker and 
ardent bimetallist the convention 
broke into tumultuous applause and 
great cheering, and for a time the air 
Was filled with hurrahs for Crisp. After 
silence was obtained, Hawkes went on to 
Bay that when Charles F. Crisp, who had 
80 honored the third district decided not 
to stand again for congress the democrats

Lewis's name was mentioned. | Delegates 
arose and cheered, threw their huts up, 
while the spectators joined enthusiastically 
in the demonstrations. 

It was a grand tribute to Lewis, and 
showed his great popularity with the peo- 
ple and the deep hold he has on their affec- 
tions. Riley presented him as a worthy 
Successor of the knightly Crisp. In Riley's 
splendid speech he indorsed the Chicago 
Platform and the presidential nominees, and 
said that every man who loves liberty and 
country can support Bryan and his plat- 
form. He declared that the democratic 
party Was the greatest exemplar of free- 
dom, patriotism and principle that the world 
had ever known. 

J. R. Williams, Schley's eloquent and pop- 
ular son, “seconded the nomination in a 
Speech that thrilled the convention, and 
Said he was proud that Crisp, who is the 
peer of any statesman in America, is to be 
succeeded by a man like Lewis, whose life 
is so pure and unsullied.

As Stewart was not represented in the 
convention by a delegate, Graham Forrest- 
er, the well-known Richland editor of Stew- 
art, was appointed to represent that coun- 
tv, and was chosen chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

The committee repaired to the hotel and 
soon returned with Mr. Lewis. When the 
party entered the covtrthouse the con- 
vention arose and received Mr. Lewis with 
great cheering, while the Fort Valley band 
played ‘‘Dixie.’’ * 

Mr. Graham, in a very happy manner, 
presented Mr. Lewis to the convention. No 
man was ever given a more enthusiastic 
greeting than Mr. Lewis, and it was mo- 
ments before he could proceed. He deliv- 
ered an able and interesting speech in 
which he pledged his best efforts for de- 
mocracy and silver. 

He said the Chicago platform was one 
of patriotism and in the interest of the 
masses, while the republicn platform rep- 
resents greedy monopoly and partisan 
despotism and facilitated the designs of 
the money speculators at the 
expense of agricultural and all othe work- 
ing classes, and the masses generally.

White Leader in Meriwether Verges 
on Social Equality. 

Greenville, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)—The 
fight in Meriwether for members of the 
legislature and county officers promises to 
be a lively baffle. With three tickets in 
the field, democratic, populist and negro 
republican, the campaign bids ~fair to 
eclipse any former one in warmth The 
democrats of the county have nominated 
standard bearers for the several offices 
and the populists also. The republicans 
met in convention here and at the request 
of their white leader, A. II.

I'reemran, addressed the negroes of this 
district a few nights before the republican 
county convention, and declared that al- 
though the penalty in Georgia for a white 
man’s being a republican was social os- 
tracism, he was willing to pay the same; 
that the poorest negro in this country was 
the peer and equal of the richest white 
man and entitled to the same considera- 
tion in law; that for thirty years the ne- 
groes have been defrauded of their rights 
at the ballot box and that in the future 
he, through the g. o. p., would see that 
they obtained their rights. The republican 
party was the best party in the union, 
composed of the best people, and the only 
party through which all classes, rich and 
poor, black and white could secure their 
rights. 

The speech verged on to advocacy of so- 
cial equality and created a storm of in- 
dignation among the whites of the county. 

Freeman assumed control of the county 
republican convention on the 18th, uted 
the negro leaders and placed himself in 
the saddle.

SHAKE FISTS AND EXCHANGE THREATS 


Evans Is Warned by Earle That 
Abusive Language Will Not Be 
Tolerated Hereafter. 
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Bennettsville, S. C., July 22.—(Special.)— 
Two things were demonstruted on the stand 
here today. 

One was that Senator Tillman indorses 
the candidacy of Governor Evans for the 
senate, withdrawing his pledge to ‘“‘nands- 
off’ made to Duncan, 

The other was that Earle and“levans will 
not remain out of a fight many more days 
unless someone backs down. 

Earle spoke first today, confining himself 
to national affairs. 

Duncan followed with an attack on Iivans 
as to his connection with the bond deal 
and the dispensary, but brought out noth- 
ing particularly new. 

Governor Fivans regretted that the cam- 
paign had been pitched on so low a plane, 
He regretted that skunks were opposing 
him, who made the air unpleasant. The 
meanest, direst coward was the man who 
insinuated and made charges without proof. 
He had welcomed Judge Earle in the race, 
thinking him an honorable man, but he 
had asked him questions at Lancaster 
which were an insinuation that he had 
given his brother dispensary insurance 
when Earle knew it was not true. He 
asked who had brought the campaign to 
that level. 

“You, sir,” put in Earle, “when yesterday 
you made in the presence of ladies inde- 
cent remarks in reference to me such as no 
governor should have made. You shall 
not be allowed to speak again as you did 
yesterday.” 

Both men were standing close together 
near the edge ‘of the platform. 

‘“T shall be allowed to speak as I please,”’ 
said Evans. 

“If you again speak of me as you did 
yesterday it will be at your own peril,” 
said Earle. 

“Let it be at my peril; I'll speak as I 
please,”’ retorted Evans. 

All during this the crowd, about equally 
divided, was cheering for Earle and Evans. 

Judge Earle went on to say he would 
prove Evans had given the dispensary in- 
surance in Anderson to his brother at 
a higher rate than the agent from whom 
it had been taken insured. 

Earle produced a letter from Liquor 
Commissioner Mixson saying he was re- 
sponsible for giving B. V. Evans insur- 
ance on all state property. Evans said he 
did not know of it. 

“Didn't you countersign all checks?” 
asked Earle. 

“Yes,” answered Evans. 

“Then you must have known what your 
brother was getting,’’ said Farle. 

Evans declared it was impossible for 
hin to keep up with tne checks going 
through his hands. 

Duncan made a flat denial of a statement 
by Evans, and going to the front, said: 

‘Listen men, I have got him cornered at 
last "’ 

“Sit down, sir,’’ cried Evans, appealing 
to the chairman to make Duncan take his 
seat. 

Evans declared he never flinched; he was 
a same cock of Aiken and could not be 
bull.lozed.

“Observant Financiers” and the Gold 
| Reserve. 

We have now the loveliest condition of 
affairs in Wall street that has been 
seen there in many, Very many long 
years, Our dispatches yesterday stated 
that the gold syndicate and its grim- 
mings—all favorable to the McKinley- 
Hanna gold trust—were willing to put 
up fifteen or twenty millions of the 
precious yellow metal in order to 
“strengthen” the gold reserve in the 
treasury. 

It is a wonderfully beautiful proceed- 
ing, bubbling over with patriotism, and 
calculated, as our today’s dispatches 
say, “to restore confidence in a meas- 
ure.” It is 80 beautiful and patriotic, 
in fact, that we wonder that these lovers 
of their country—these friends of Ameri- 
can liberty—these patriots—have not 
heretofore rushed to the rescue of the 
gold reserve. 

Why is it so’4mportant that they 
should display their patriotism just at 
this time? Is it because they have 
grimly repressed it for three long years 
until it now finds a vent whether or no, 
or is it because a great political cam- 
| Some of the ‘*‘ob- 
servant financiers” say that the govern- 
ment would have no trouble at this time 
in disposing of a new issue of bonds, 
but they do not regard such an issue 
But why? 

If two bond issues were “advisable” 
in 1894, why are not two advisable in 
1896? In what respect have the condi- 
tions changed? If four bond issues were 
“advisable,” in order to replenish the 
gold reserve and “restore confidence,” 
why is not a fifth issue ‘“ad- 
This is a question that 
the people of the country will do. well 
to discuss and consider among them- 
selves, for it has a very important bear- 
ing on the present condition of affairs, 
which is not different in any essential 
or particular from the condition that 
was precipitated when Mr. Cleveland de- 
clared the obligations of the government 
to be payable in gold and not in coin, 

- What the voters of the country desire 

to know is, that if the “observant and 
public-spirited financiers” of the gold 
syndicate can protect the gold reserve 
and prevent a bond issue now, why did 
they not come to. the rescue of the re- 
serve and prevent the bond issues which 
have occurred since February, 1894? 
They were in a better position to do 
this in 1894 than they are today. They 
had more gold on liand in 1894 and 1895 
than they have today, and they were just 
as able to cope with the rate of exchange 
as they are today. 

Was it a display of “public spirit’ for 
these “observant financiers” to sit in 
their cozy offices and permit the people 
of this country to be robbed of $262,000,- 
000 and more than $100,000,000 of in- 
And yet this is precisely what 
has occurred. The “observant finan- 
ciers” not only heroically suppressed 
their “public spirit,” but sent their cus- 
tomers, who were -demanding gold for 
hoarding or export, post haste to the 
sub-treasury for the precious metal. 

The readers of The Constitution will 
bear us out in the statement that we did 
not subject the “observant financiers” of 
New York to any criticism on account of 
their attitude toward the treasury. In- 
deed, we went so far as to defend them 
from the hasty and unjust attacks of 
extremists. These ‘observant _ finan- 
ciers,” in their own behalf, made public 
announcement that they were not in 
business for either health or pleasure, 
but for the purpose of making money 
for themselves and the important inter- 
ests they represent. 

The Constitution took them at their 
word, applauded their candor and pro- 
ceeded to place the whole responsibil- 
ity of the situation where it properly be- 
longs—on the shoulders of the men who, 
in violation of the plain terms of the 
law, ruled that the government’s obliga- 
tions are payable in gold instead of gold 
and silver, and sacrificed the interests 
of the people to the greed of foreign 
and domestic gold sharks. 

*But.this new, attitude of the “ob- 
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servant financiers” of New York leaves 
their defenders and apologists in a very 
peculiar position, and gives the voters 
of the country an unexpected object les- 
son. For three years, during which the 
substance of the people has been sac- 
rificed to maintain the gold standard, 
the “observant financiers” have refused 
to part with their precious gold except 
in return for interest-bearing bonds. 
They were not in business for health, 
pleasure or patriotism. Nobody had any 
right to ask them to come to the rescue 
of the government. Certainly not. Isn't 
the government powerful enough to pro- 
tect itself? 

But now, {fn the teeth of the attitude 
they have all along held and occupied, 
the “observant financiers” of New York 
are suddenly and violently attacked by 
an eruption of “public spirit.” Instead 
of hoarding their gold until they can 
exchange it for the substantial premium 
embodied in a bond issue, they an- 
nounce that they are willing to exchange 
it for despised legal tenders. They are 
not only willing to restore the gold re- 
serve without exacting a premium, but 
propose to prevent future gold exports! 
Think of that! Think of the wonderful 
power and depth of the wave of “public 
spirit’ that has caused these “observant 
financiers” to come to the rescue of the 
treasury. 

But let us not put too high a premium 
on this sudden eruption of “patriotism.” 
These gentlemen are very shrewd. They 
are not protecting the gold reserve be- 
cause they think it would be patriotic 
to do so, but because they know that an- 
other bond issue at this time would 
frustrate all their plans for the perpetua- 
tion of the gold standard and prove fatal 
to whatever slim chance the McKinley- 
Hanna trust may have of deceiving the 
voters of the country. 

The scheme is worse than foolish. It 
has not even the merit of a bunko deal; 
it is a bold and ridiculous fraud on the 
face of it; but it is the only way the “ob- 
servant financiers” can prevent a bond 
issue. And they would not prevent it 
now, if the money question was not an 
issue in the political campaign just 
begun. 

As a matter of fact, their sudden 
change of tactics, even if it prevents a 
bond issue, will demonstrate to the strug- 
gling masses more forcibly than argu- 
ments can convey the fact, that they 
have been deliberately robbed of every 
dollar that goes to make up the princi- 
pal and interest of the four bond issues 
made under the pretence of maintaining 
the gold reserve. 

The course of recent events shows be- 
yond all question that Providence is on 
the side of the people in this struggle. 
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Let our voters make up their minds 
how they will vote, 

Here is the issue simplified. If you 
want 
MORE MONEY AND LESS TAXATION, 
vote for Bryan and Sewall. If you 
want 
LESS MONEY AND MORE TAXATION, 


vote for McKinley and Hobart. 


Senator Hill’s Pledges. 

The silence of Senator Hill, of New 
York, may be variously construed. He 
may have a desire to baffle inquiry so 
that, in the end, whatever course he 
takes may strike upon the public mind 
as something of a sensation. Or, he may 
be engaged in feeling the pulse of the 
democracy of New York state to the end 
that he may make no mistake as to his 
course. Or he may be brooding over the 
lost opportunity he had, when all the 
conditions in the country-at large, as 
well as in New York state, invited him 
to take charge of the democratic party 
and lead it to victory on the line of his 
free coinage letter to The Constitution, 
written in 1803, and given to the public 
in 1895. 

No longer ago than the Ist of May, 
the New York senator, in the course of 
some remarks addressed to Senator Till- 
man, pledged himself over and over to 
the democratic party and to whatever 
platform and candidate the Chicago 
convention might indorse. 

In another place we have given due 
emphasis to Senator Hill’s pledges, so 
that they may be compared with his 
recent and present attitude. Meanwhile, 
the party in New York state is chafing 
at the strange and unaccountable sub- 
servience of some of its leaders to the 
gold trust. The voters and the active 


‘workers are fretting at the delay in open- 


ing the campaign. In every section and 
county of the state the people are re- 
ported to be anxious to indorse and rat- 
ify the action of the Chicago convention. 
The silver tide iS sweeping its way to 
every nook and corner in the state. The 
republican farmers in the interior are 
coming out for Bryan and Sewall. The 
working men and wage earners of the 
cities are indorsing the ticket and the 
platform. 

In short, nothing remains for such 
leaders as Senator Hill to do but to take 
hold of the party and properly direct the 
enthusiasm that the voters are mani- 
festing into the channels of compact or- 
ganization. Tammany, as well as the 
city democracy, is ripe for the contest, 
and the party will sweep the state 
whether Hill leads it or not. But the 
senator will no doubt come out of his 
save of gloom into the democratic sun- 
light and share in the victory that sure- 
ly awaits the party.

The Venezuelan Question. 

Something more than a year has 
elapsed since the warlike correspondence 
between Lord Salisbury and Secretary 
Qlney over the disputed Venezuelan 
boundary line first commenced. 

Though still at loggerheads, so far as 
a practical solution of this vexed 
question is concerned, the correspond- 
ence exhibits a much more friendly 
spirit than it did several months ago 
and shows that calmer, if not wiser, 
counsels have prevailed. 

Both: parties to this grave interna- 
tional dispute would like to avoid the 
difficulties incident to a prolonged in- 
vestigation by submitting the matter 
at once to a board of arbitration. With 
this peaceable end in view, each has 
made concessions to the other, and the 
tone of bitterness with which the corres- 
pondence opened has been laid aside, 
Up to the present time, however, no 
definite plan of settlement has been 
agreed upon, and it begins to look as 
if friendly arbitration is impossible, 
Such a condition of things, however, 
does not imply serious friction. Each 
country will conduct its own investiga- 
tion, and after making a diligent inquiry 
into the facts, it is possible that some 
decision may be reached. 

As the matter now stands, neither 
country is in a position to honorably 
withdraw from the controversy. Eng- 
land’s claim of territory in South Amer- 
ica involves the property rights of ten 
thousand British subjects, besides the 
possession of rich and valuable mines; 
while the position which this country 
occupies is based upon the assertion of 
the Monroe doctrine. 

A few days ago the various letters 
exchanged between Lord Salisbury and 
Secretary Olney were published for the 
first time. This interesting correspond- 
ence discloses a plan of arbitration sub- 
mitted by Secretary Olney but which 
Lord Salisbury, after a short delibera- 
tion, which was more polite than serious, 
refused to accept. 

Quite a number of concessions were 
made by Secretary Olney in this plan of 
arbitration, as appears from the follow- 
ing stipulations: 


A new commission to be created by 
agreement between Great Britain and 
the United States, consisting of two 
Englishmen and two Americans, the 
two Americans probably to be two mem- 
bers of the present commission, 

This new commission to take up the 
inquiry, not in order to determine the 
boundary or draw a divisional line be- 
tween British Guiana and Venezuela, 
but to ascertain the facts and report to 
both governments. 

The four members to complete the in- 
quiry, if unanimous, or if a majority 
of the whole concur. 

If they fail to agree a fifth member, 
a neutral, to be appointed by the pres- 
ident of the Swiss republic, or some 
other acceptable personage. 

The findings of this commission upon 
matters of fact to be binding upon both 
governments and to serve asa basis for 
subsequent direct negotiations between 
all parties concerned, with a view to 
agreeing upon the boundary line. 

Should these direct negotiations fail, 
the question to be remitted to a tribu- 
nal composed, for instance, of the chief 
justices of England and the United 
States, with, if necessary, a third neu- 
tral member. 


In replying to Secretary Olney’s commu- 
nication, Lord Salisbury frankly stated 
that he was anxious to settle the matter 
by arbitration, but could not accept the 
decision of an arbiter who in the last 
resort would necessarily be a foreigner. 
But while refusing to accept the plan 
of arbitration by Secretary Ol- 
ney, Lord has likewise made 


a number of concessions. He has not 
only abandoned the Schomburgk line, but 
has recognized the right of the United 
States to interfere in behalf of Vene- 
zuela, 

So far as immediate arbitration is con- 
cerned, there seems to be little hope of 
adjusting the issue between the two 
countries just at this time. A special 
commission was appointed by the presi- 
dent some time ago for the purpose of 
making a careful investigation into the 
facts of the Venezuelan matter. Noth- 
ing remains now but for this commis- 
sion to prosecute its labors. 

England is making a similar investi- 
gation for her own satisfaction. In a 
speech which he delivered in the house 
of lords some time ago, Lord Salisbury 
stated that a vast amount of labor was 
involved in the undertaking and that 
considerable time would be required. If 
this investigation makes it plain that 
England has proceeded upon a mistaken 
idea and that her claims in South Amer- 
ica are not founded upon a sufficient 
warrant, it is possible that she will 
withdraw from the controversy. This she 
can do without dishonor as soon as the 
facts are ascertained. Until then, how- 
ever, she will stand her ground. 

If, on the other hand, it is found that 
Venezuela is mistaken in the supposi- 
tion that England is encroaching upon 
her territory and that what she claims 
is really her own, then it will be in- 
cumbent upon this country to recognize 
the right of England to remain where 
she is in South America. In such an 
event as this the Monroe doctrine would 
no longer apply and the United States 
would not be justified in espousing the 
cause of Venezuela. 

Each government has signified a wil- 
lingness to abide by the result of its 
own investigations. If these investiga- 
tions are properly conducted, there is 
no reason why the results in both cases 
Should not be the same. But even if 
some difference should mark these re- 
sults, it is possible, after both countries 

ave made a faithful effort to ascertain 
the truth, that some plan of settlement 
can be agreed upon which will redound 
alike to the honor of both governments.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The British government pays the royal 
family $3,000,000 yearly. Of this amount 
Queen Victoria receives $2,000,000 besides 
her income from the duchy of Lancaster, 
which amounts to $250,000. The prince of 
Wales gets $200,000 a year for the labor of 
being heir apparent. The pay of the lord 
lieutenant of Ireland is $100,000. Italy pays 
her king $2,600,000 a year. The German 
emperor receives $4,000,000 besides a large 
revenue from estates belonging to the 
royal family. The czar of Russia owns 
in fee simple one thousand square miles 
of cultivated land, in addition to a fixea 
income of $12,000,000. If young Alphonse 
of Spain saves his money he will be one 
of the richest sovereigns of Europe by the 
time he attains his majority. His present 
income is $1,400,000 a year. rrance pays 
her president a salary of $240,4v a year, 
while the president of the United States 
receives only $50,000, Until 1873 the presi- 
dent’s salary was only $25,000, 

American tourists who visit the old his- 
torig places of Europe are frequently 
deceived by relics which appear to be 
genuine. A few years ago, when the Tiber 
was being dredged for the recovery of 
certain works of art which were supposed 
to be buried in the thick strata of mud, 
a lot of vases, fragments of statues and 
Other “‘antique’’ things were fished out 
and sold to the confiding tourists at fancy 
prices; the game went on for a long time, 
until, indeed, an extensive pottery for 
the mranufacture of ancient Roman and 
Grecian urns was discovered and by this 
time the authorities found out that the 
portions of statues were the work of in- 
digent sculptors. Three or four years 
ago seventeen “Egyptian mummies” in 
the old museum of Berlin proved to be the 
bodies of fellows who, not so very long 
ago, drank lager in the beer gardens of 
the Fatherland. 


The first African diamond was found 
near Kimberley in 1868. During the last 
twenty-five years the African mines have 
produced a greater number of diamonds 
than all other countries together. ‘‘To- 
day,” says one of the Chicago papers, 
“ninety-eight per cent of the world’s dia- 
monds come from Kimberley. These stones 
are found in a region about twelve nries 
in circumference, where four small hills 
rise from sixty to eighty feet above the 
ground, probably natural chimneys or ex- 
tinct craters, broadening out below the 
surface to a great depth. These craters 
are filled with a blue, eruptive, inflamma- 
ble earth In which the diamonds are im- 
bedded. The mines were formerly worked 
from the surface, but now shafts are 
sunk from 500 to 1,500 feet in depth, which 
penetrate to blue ground by cross-cuts, 
The workings are inclosed by high brick 
walls and the workmen are not allowed 
to go beyond the limits during the time of 
their service. Each night they are stripped 
and their persops and clothes :ubjected 
to the mrost eful examination; the se. 
cretion of diamonds and their purchase 
from other workmen, when ‘etect:d, are 
punished most severely.

Members Will Call on Vice President 
St. John Today. 


THEY 60 BEARING OLIVE BRANCHES 


qf Peace with Honor Cannot Be Ar- 
ranged Then the Board Will En- 
deavor To Meet the Crisis. 


The presidents and general managers 
talked for five hours yesterday over the 
rate situation and then appointed a com- 
mittee to confer with Vice President St. 
John, of the Seaboard. 

Mr. St. John is due to reach Atlanta 
this morning. He does not come to meet 
the committee, but to keep an appoint- 
ment made with Major J. W. Thomas, 
president of the Southern States Freight 
Association, before yesterday’s meeting was 
called. 

This idea of a conference with the Sea- 
board's representative came about through 
a statement made by Major Thomas:in the 
meeting ‘of the executive board. He was 
the only one there who knew of the ap- 
pointment for today, and when some one 
suggested a conference he remarked that 
Mr. St. John was on his way to Atlanta 
to confer with him in regard to the joint 
depot and warehouse which is being erected 
at the foot of Spring street. 

In the early part of the meeting the 
yiew was advanced by the Atlantic Coast 
Line that this was a fight by the Seaboard 
on the association and that the members 
ought to make common cause against a 
common enemy. There were some who 
proposed to begin the retaliation at once 
It may be that this suggestion was thrown 
out to draw the fire of some lines supposed 
to have a personal feeling in the fight. 
Be this as it may, there was strong opposi- 
tion to a war except as a last resort. Able 
talks were made on the situation, which is 
anusually grave. 

As has been pointed out repeatedly in 
The Constitution, a war of rates begun 
now, on the eve of the movement of the 
fall traffic from the east to the south to 
be followed quickly by the movement of 
the great cotton crop, would destroy mil- 
lions of rev>nue to the roads if long kept 
up. A general reduction would cost all the 
lines heavily and would demoralize a 
thousand business interests on which the 
roads rely to a great extent for traffic. 
Fluctuations in freight rates from the 
great trade centers would let in a thou- 
Sand articles and shut the home products 
out of the local markets which they have 
built up on a stability of freight charges. 
The adjustment of freight rates is more 
delicate than the mechanism of a watch. 

There are lines in the association which 
feel that this situation is due to no action 
of theirs, but is wholly a quarrel between 
the Southern and the Seaboard. Hence 
some members of the association do not 
Want any course adopted which will cause 
them to lose revenue.’ Nor, for that mat- 
ter, is it probable that any management is 
going to consent except with great reluc- 
tance to a rate war. 

The owners of the securities of the differ- 
ent companies do not care anything about 
the traffic agreements between lines in 
which they have no financial interest. The 
Plant system does not care to Tose revenue 
hecause the Southern has put a line of 
Steamers cn the Chesapeake bay. The 
Louisville and Nashville does not relish 
the probability of decreased earnings be- 
cause the Atlanta and West Point refuses 
the Seaboard a through car between At- 
lanta and New Orleans. Decreased earn- 
ings mean shrinkage in the market price 
of securities. Already this year the south- 
ern lines which are listed on the New York 
stock exchange have suffered tremendous 
shrinkages. 

To itilustrate, the Louisville and Nashville 
with $49,466,500 capital stock, has declined 
from 555% to 444—a-loss in value of $5,500U,- 
000. 


The Southern railway’s preferred, of 
which there is $60,000,000, has lost $7,875,000. 
The Southern railway common stock, of 
which there is $125,000,000, has lost this year 
$4,375,000. 

These two companies have expertieiiced a 
shrinkage from the highest quotations of 
189 to the lowest this week of more than 
$18,000,000. The shrinkage in the unlisted 
stocks of the other roads in the south 
would amount to almost as much, no doubt. 
A rate war would head some of them for 
the receiver’s willing arms. Hence the 
earnest desire of the associated lines to 
keep off the breakers. 

There is talk of this company being 
strong and that one being weak, but no 
one of them is strong enough financially 
and no management is strong enough in 
influence to invite such disaster. All these 
things came out in the discussion and then 
there was another peril, a sword of Damo- 
cles, hanging over the roads. Already 
there is talk in a number of states of 
hostile legislation and a rate war would 
not tend to pacify the spirit of opposition, 
especially if all the associated lines ap- 
peared to be making a concerted fight 
against one outside and independent road, 

There was talk of an attempt to maintain 
rates on either side of the Seaboard as far 
South as Atlanta. But that would be a 
doubtful experiment. The result would 
be that Atlanta would sell right into Ma- 
con, Augusta, Columbus and other’ neigh- 
boring towns. It would be a good thing 
for the Atlanta merchants and manufac- 
turers and for the Seaboard, but the neigh- 


not stand it. Their protests would drive a 
fresh set of solicitors crazy every day, and 
in the end the tariff would have to be re- 
duced, A year ago, a rate from Ohio river 
points to Macon wag cut 9 cents, and the 
same rate was cut 7 cents to Augusta Au- 
gusta merchants demanded to be put on 
the same footing with Macon, and they of- 
fered the Seaboard 600 cars of freight if 
it would meet the Macon rate. The Seaboard 
snapped up the offer, and then its competi- 
ors followed with a similar cut, but they 
lost a big movement of business. This is 
just mentioned to show how towns can 
force a rate when they go about it, 

And it is a part of the association agree- 


ment that when one eastern city gets a 
reduced rate, the other eastern points shall 
be granted a relative cut. Complaints are 
brewing in the east now. Business that 
was done yesterday in the east had to be 
done on the Baltimore basis, otherwise Bal- 
timore would get the sales. The seller has 
to shrink his price to cover the excess in 
freight which New York has to pay over 
Baltimore. That excess is now 42 cents 
a hundred. On first-class freight, the New 
York seller may be able to stand the 
shrink, but on heavy traffic it shuts all the 
eastern points out and leaves the field 
clear to Baltimore. The Monumental City’s 
competitors would not stand that long. 

So it seems almost out of the question to

maintain the standard tariff freight rates 
under the pressure which would be brought 
from both ends. Again it is said that the 
Seaboard’s contract with the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis gives the form- 
er road access to Nashville. That was the 
construction placed on the contract by 
Judge Speer last year, and it stands, 

So it looks like either an honorable truce 
between the associated lines and the Sea- 
board or a war in which all the lines in 
the south will be involved. 

The committee which is,to wait on Mr. 
St. John today will ask him what he de- 
sires, and will endeavor to bring about a 
compromise. It was the sentiment of the 
members last night that an honest, sincere 
effort should be made to get the Seaboard 
to withdraw its cut. What conditions the 
Seaboard will name can only be surmised. 
President Hoffman and Vice President St. 
John have named three grievances in their 
published interviews, 

They may demand the withdrawal of the 
Southern’s new line of steamers between 


Baltimore and Portsmouth— 

The privilege of a through car from At- 
lanta to New Orleans over the West Point 
and the Louisville and Nashville and— 

A through car from Washington to New 
York over the Pennsylvania, 

It may be that he will ask for other 
things, too.

CRITICISING THE LETTER. 


A Vigorous Card on the Proposition 


To Reduce Local Rates. 

There was a great deal of gossip yester- 
day over the letter of Chairman Trammell, 
of the state railroad commission, to Vice 
President St. John, of the Seaboard, noti- 
fying him that the board would take up 
the question of reducing the Seaboard’s 
locals. While the commission has the au- 
thority to change the Seaboard's class and 
cut its locals, the sentiment was not favor- 
able to that unless the locals of all the 
roads were to be cut, too. 

It develops that the commercial travel- 
ers all through this territory are working 
for the Seaboard and are routing all the 
business by it that they can control or in- 
fluence. 

The following card was written by a 
Georgian whose name is known all over 
the state: 

Editor Constitution—Is the order of 
the yailroad commission of the state, 
given to the Seaboard Air-Line, intend- 
ed as a nctice to ali railroads and 
transportation companies in the United 
States that they cannot make compet- 
ing rates into or out of the state of 
Georgia? It looks so. If the Seaboard 
Air-Line would continue to make rates 
in accordance with the orders of the 
Southern Freight Association, then the 
railroad commissioners of Georgia 
would not interfere and cut down the 
local rates of the Seaboard Air-Line in 
the state. But if the Seaboard lowers 
the rates already established by a com- 
bination of every railroad in this sec- 
tion whereby the people of Georgia get 
the benefits of competing rates, then 
the Seaboard is to be punished for of- 
fering competing rates. If the Seaboard 
Air-Line is compelled by the state rail- 
road commission to obey the orders of 
the Southern States Freight Associa- 
tion or be badly punished, will an 
other set of capitalists buy or build rail- 
roads into Georgia? 

If the Seaboard Air-Line is compelled 
oy order of the state railroad commis- 
sioners to make only such rates as the 
Southern States Freight Association or- 
ders, then the association will be hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars better off 
within a few months, as the present 
cut of the Seaboard Air-Line about di- 
vides the rates. 

As a manufacturer, the writer can see 
no benefit that our factories can receive 
by the proposed action of our state offi- 
cials. In other words, it looks as if the 
State railroad commission’s order to the 
Seaboard Air-Line virtually empowers 
the Southern States Freight Association 
with autocratic authority.

The central passenger committee roads 
have failed in their attempt to keep secret 
all reduced rates. The lines thought it 
advisable to adopt this course to prevent 
manipulations by brokers, but the latter, 
as is quite usual, were thoroughly posted. 


There is every prospect that the old Cin- 
cinnati and St, Louis and Chicago and 
Ohio River Passenger Associations, which 
were swallowed up by the central passen- 
ger committee, will reorganize in the near 
future and again operate separate and 
distinct from the central passenger com- 
mittee. 


The disagreement that has for some time 
existed between the Colorado Midland and 
the Midland Terminal roads with regard to 
division of returns from through business 
to Cripple Creek has resulted in a dissolu- 
tion of all traffic agreements between these 
lines. No exchange of business, either pas- 
senger or freight, will be made until a 
settlement is reached: 

The North Carolina Railroad Commission 
has assessed the 722 miles of Atlantic Coast 
line in that state at $915,000, which is an in- 
crease of $33,000, and the depots at $199,000, 
an increase of $10,000 over last year. The 
valuation of the Norfolk and Carolina road 
is fixed at $10,000 a mile, which is an in- 
crease of $1,500, and the Norfolk and South- 
ern $7,000, an increase of $1,000, 


The Missouri, Kansas and Texas, and In- 
ternational and Great Southern roads, as 
part owners of the Galveston, Houston and 
Henderson railroad, have lost their suit, 
begun several months ago, against the re- 
ceivers of the Galveston, Laporte and Hous- 
ton railroad. The combined roads gought 
to prevent the Lapcerte company from cross- 
ing their right of way near the city of 
Galveston, hoping to make it select another 
route where there would be less competi- 
tion.

The principal keeper of the penitentiary 
and his assistants will leave Atlanta sSun- 
day night for the different camps to escort 
the convicts to Fulton county. 

There is a hitch in the matter of re- 
moving the convicts because the railroad 
cumpanies demand full fare for the men. 
They were asked for a especial rate, but

the lessees were told that the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad Company would not haul 
the convicts for less than 3 cents a mile— 
{ull fare. 

The lessees are still negotiating with the 
railroad company,: endeavoring to get a 
lower rate. and unless they succeed it is 
possible that the convicts will be marched 
through the country from the three camps 
to Fulton county. Rather than pay $2,500 
in railroad fare, the lessees will briny the 
convicts afoot. 

Yesterday afternoon there was a meeting 
of the lessees in the office of the Chatta- 
hoochee Brick Company, and an agreemnt 
was reached as to the disposition of the 
convicts. Tho men will be divided among 
the several companies and sent to the 
different camps soon after their arrival at 
the Chattahoochee camps. 

Those interested in the matter, Captain 
J. W. English, Colonel George W. Parroit, 
James M. Smith, T. J. James, Captain W. 
B. Lowe and Julius L. Brown, were repre- 
sented, or at the meeting in person. Mr. 
Jimes W. English, Jr., represented Captain 
Lowe, in the latter’s absence. It was found 
that there are nearly 500 convicts to be re- 
moved under the governor’s order, and the 
apportionment was bascd on the interest 
of the different gentlemen in the matter. 
By the agreement, the convicts will be dis- 
tributed as follows: 

Captain J. W. English takes 72, 

Captain W. B. Lowe gets 126 from both 
companies, 1 and 2. 

Colonel T. J. James gets 54. 

Mr. J. M. Smith takes 106, 

Colonel George W, Parrott gets 72. 

The convicts wil] go to several different 
parts of the state. Some will go to 
Smithsonala, others to Wadley, some to the 
Gress camps, and to other parts of south 
Georgia. The lessees are not prepared for 
the reception of so many men at one time, 
but they are arranging to take care of the 
men as best they can. The governor is re- 
ceiving every aid from the companies, and 
his order will be strictly carried out. 

Will Arrive Monday Night. 

It was the intention of Principal Keeper 
Turner to leave last night for Rising Fawn 
and Cole City, but at the request of the 
lessees his trip was abandoned. The re- 
quest was made with the purpose of de- 
laying the removal of the convicts untii a 
lower rate can be secured from the rail- 
roads. The companies think that less. than 
full fare should be given as a rate, and they 
secured a delay while the matter is pending 
with the railroads. Judge Turner and his 
several aides will leave Sunday night, how- 
ever, and they expect to return to Atlanta 
Monday night or Tuesday morning with 
the convicts. The convicts will be properly 
guarded and chained, and every precaution 
will be taken to insure their safe delivery to 
the authorities of the Chittahoochee camps. 

An order signed by Judge Lumpkin was 
filed in the clerk's office yesterday morning, 
directing the Dade company to yield obedi- 
ence to the executive orders issued by 
Governor Atkinson, and that he interpose 
no obstacle to the carrying into execution 
such orders. Tne judge’s order ‘g not to 
be corstrued as affecting any right of the 
state or rights or liabilities of the convict 
companies. 

Won’t Take Them Again. 

The action of the governor in ordering the 
abolishment of the three camps, Rising 
Fawn, Cole City and Bartow, was generally 
discussed yesterday. The action is looked 
vpon as very important at this time, in 
view of that fact that the convict question 
is to be acted on by the legislature this 
fall.

NORTH CAROLINA RAILWAYS. 


Commissioners Place a Value on Them 


for Taxation. 

Raleigh, N. C., July 22.—(Special.)—The 
railway commission’s report, prepared to- 
day, says there are 3,700 miles of road ip 
operation in North Carolina. 

The aggregate valuation by the commis- 
sion for taxation is $26,316,320. The increase 
of, mileage is eighty-four. Increase in 
valuation $1,850,000. 

The Atlantic Coast Line system has 722 
miles valued at $6,882,000, an increase since 
last year of $193,000. The Southern has 
1,090 miles valued at $8,393,000, an increase 
of $1,362,000. The Seaboard Air-Line has 
676 miles value at $5,295,000, an increase of 
$172,000. Miscellaneous roads haye_ 1,210 
miles valued at $5,776,000. 

The commission makes the rate of as- 
sessment of the North Carolina railway, 
between Charlotte and Selma, $12,000 per 
mile, which is $2,000 per mile greater than 
that of any other road in the state. There 
are in all seventy-six roads and branches. 


BAPTIST MINISTER’S DEATH. 


Rev. R. Baber Died Yesterday at the 
Residence of Mr. Gramling. 

Rev. R. Baber, a Baptist minister seven- 
ty-two years of age, died yesterday after-

Reliable reports from 
the state indicate that art 
cent of the republican farmers Of the state 
are free silver, and so strong that 
they will vote for Bryan and Sewall. 

It should be borne in mind that the un- 
usually large republican pluralities that 
have been given in this state at the last 
three state elections have been given upon 
avery light vote. It has been generally 
supposed by politicians of both parties that 
discontented democrats remained away 
fram the polls, and that that caused the 
light vote. The supposition seemed rea- 
sonable. Last fall the total vote was 
about 50,000 short of a full vote, as shown 
by the last presidential election. Upon 
that vote Bushnell's (republican) plurality 
over Campbell (democrat) was 392,622. But 
the populists cast at that election 52,615 
votes. The republican plurality was 
therefore only 39,947. If the 50,000 
uncast votes were democratic, as 
is generally supposed, the repub- 
liccan party has no majority in the 
state, but is 10,000 in the minority. If the 
populists and democrats are united on the 
free silver question, as they will undoubt- 
edly be ‘to a lgrge degree, regardless of 
the action of the national populist conven- 
tion at St. Louis, Bryan will carry the 
state without relying on making a single 
convert to free silver from the republican 
ranks. 

What the Gold Democrats Are. 
It is beyond reasonable doubt that for 
every democrat who bolts the ticket in 
this state because of the free silver plank 
in the platform, there will be two repub- 
licans won to its support by it. While the 
democratic bolters have succeeded in mak-

ing quite a deal of noise, it is not having 


much effect. They are principally bankers 
and money lenders, who are simply selfishly 
looking after their personal interests. 
They cannot, with good grace, ask other 
members of the party to come to their aid. 
There is no talk here of putting a third 
ticket in the field and the bolters will gen- 
erally vote for McKinley: The old so-calied 
hard-money democrats will hardly be in- 
duced to vote for ‘McKinley, but will chance 
it with Bryan. 

It is a potnt not to be overlooked that 
not a single democratic newspaper in Ohio 
is bolting Bryan and free silver. It should 
be put more forcible! There is no one that 
is not giving the national ticket and plat- 
form its earnest and fullest support. Three 
of the principal papers of the state—The 
Cleveland Plaindealer, Cincinnati Enquirer 
and The Columbus Press—were fighting for 
free silver long before the national conven- 
tion met. They are not merely indorsing 
the action of the national convention. It is 
the action they suggested and asked for. 

The republican state executive commit- 
tee. at its first meeting here a few weeks 
ago, decided that the campaign in this 
state should be opened about the ist of 
September. The members have generally 
ehanged their minds in regard to this now. 
They see that they will have a big work 
on hand to change the strong silver senti- 
ment before election day. If they let mat- 
ters stand as they are now until the Ist 
of September they might as well not open 
the campaign at all. The election will be 
settled. The fact is that the voters are not 
in a mood to listen to arguments. They 
have generally made up their minds and 
are in the same condition as they were 
in the campaign of 1892, when even #ie 
best campaign speakers and the most fa- 
mous members of the party could not 
draw out a fair audience to hear them 
Speak. 

Last vear the prohibition party cast 21,264 
votes in this state. This party is now 
divided, as the result of the split at the 
Pittsbure national convention. Half of the 
party members are as strong for free 
coinage as they are for the abolishment 
of the manufacture and sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors. It is reasonable to suppose 
that half of this vote at least ‘will be cast 
in favor of the platform and ticket that 
stand for the free coinage of silver. The 
circumstances would probably justify cred- 
iting a larger portion of this vote to the 
democratic candidates. 

Republicans Are Quarreling. 

There was a. socialist ticket in the field 
in Ohio last year also. It secured a place 
on the Australian ballot by petition under 
the law. but received only about 2,000 votes. 
If the party secures a place on the ticket 
this year it will be by petition also, and 
it is very doubtful if it can get the neces- 
fary number of signers—almost 8,000, as 
the secretary of state will inspect the sig- 
natures very closely this time. It is gener- 
ally believed that many of the signatures 
on the petition last year were not genuine. 
If the members of this party are not able 
to get a ticket of their own to vote for 
this year, they are almost certain to vote 
the democratic national ticket. 

It will help the situation for the demo- 
crats. that the republicans have already 
begun to quarrel over the seat in the 
United States senate which John Sherman 
Will vacate two vyvears hence. Governor 
Bushnell has his eye on it, and McKinley 
would like to use it to reward Mark Hanna 
with. Though when he waS~elected the 
last time Senator Sherman plainly an- 
nounced that he woulda never as 
honor again, it comes from 
@uthority that he is already 

tand as a candidate again. Indeed, 
Secretary of State Daniel J. Ryan 
Senator Sherman said to him only 
weeks ago that he would be a cgfdidate 
for fe-election at the end of his-term 

The democrats are, of coyrfrse, 
with no such family quarrels. They have 
first to show that they can ecarry the 
state before they .can. claim any such 
honors to bestow and contest for. To put 
it mildly, the republicans in Ohio are 
scared. Six weeks ago they thought tne 
nomination and election of McKinley wouid

themselves not the slightest concern about 
this state. 

The republicans are now exceedingly 
anxious about Ohio and admit, not for 
publication, that it is their belief that if 
the election were held next week Bryan 
would carry the state and ptobably ttre 
country. They hope to get the voters in 
a different way of thinking before the elec- 
tion comes. 

The Greeley campaign is pointed out by 
the republicans, in which they say there 
is no doubt that Greeley had the country 
& month before the election. But a reac- 
tion set in and he was beaten. They ex- 
pect a similar reaction in this case. or at 
least hope for it. 


RHODE ISLAND IS FOR BRYAN. 


State Central Committee Unanimously 


Indorses the Democratic Platform. 
Providence, R. 1., July 22.—(Special.)— 
The democratic state central committee 
met today to take formal action upon the 
Chicago nominations and platform. The 
attendance was large from all over the 
State and the leaders were in evidence. 
The meeting proved that silver’s hold in 
New England is much stronger than was 
Supp 2sed. James H. ‘Tucker, after a few 
introductory remarks relating to the Chi- 
cago ccnvention, introduced the following 
resolutions: 
Resolved, That democratic State 
central committee, believing the senti- 
ment of the great body of democratic 
voters throughout the state indorses the 
nomination of William J. Bryan, of 
Nebraska, as president, and Arthur 
Sewall, of Maine, as vice president of 
the United States, the candidates named 
by the democratic national convention 
held in Chicago July 7th, organized and 
conducted under rules in full accord 
With those prevailing in all similar 
democratic national conventions in the 
past. 
That the 
interest of

platform is framed in the 
all the people and that no 
democrat need hesitate to support it; 
that there is not the slightest danger 
of anarchism, communism or any other 
ism following upon its enactment into 
law: that the dreadful evils to follow 
upon Bryan's election, as portrayed by 
the republican press and gold standard 
organs, are identical with similar press 
expressions given utterance dur- 
ing those other great uprisings of 
the people of Jefferson and Jackson's, 
time. These gloomy forebodings. came 
to naught in those days as they will in 
those after Bryan's election next No- 
vember. We must concede to the silver 
men entire honesty of purpose and 
Sineerity in their belief thut free coin- 
age in America will mean bimetallism 
for the country at once and a similar 
System in France and Russia very 
speedily.

authorized expression of Prince Bismarck’s 
views on the pending European crisis: 

The English pehey is governed by anx- 
fety about the conflict which England 
must fight out with Russia and France. 
France is striving for the Soudan and 
Russia for India, and as England is 
their common antagonist in tnese aspi- 
rations they are natural allies even 
without a treaty. Egypt is of great 
stratécic importance to England’s posi- 
tion both in the Soudan and India, and 
is therefore now the pivot of British 
policy, the anxteties of which have be2n 
enchanced by Russia's recent atti- 
tude toward the Egyptian question 
England will not give up Egypt, but 
dees not feel herself a match for Rus- 
sia end France and is, therefore, cast- 
ing about for help, hitherto, and let’us 
hope in the future, in vain, so far as 
Germany and Austria-Hungary are con- 
cerned.

British are tormented by an- 
They no longer believe 
entirely in the unassailability of their 
European island empire, for whereas 
many thines have changed elsewhere in 
the last decade, England’s system of 
defense is still the same as in Welling- 
ton's time. It suffices for her own non- 
European countries. In view of the 
world-wide extent of her interests, she 
must have more ships on foreign coasts 
than Russia and France. But the power 
or powers which preponderate where 
the conflict must be decided—that is, in 
the English channel and the North Sea, 
will be victorious. The French channel 
fleet alone is already a match for the 
English, and its junction with the’ Rus- 
sian Baltic fleet would put an end to 
Engiand’s superiority in the waters in 
which the conflict must be decided. Add 
to this that her insular position involves 
the danger of England being starved 
out by the enemy, so that she must un- 
conditionally surrender if a victorious 
hostile fleet should suceeed in cutting 
off her supplies. 

England has not ignored this danger, 
and is, therefore, working diligently at 
the task of increasing her navy to such 
an extent that it will be superior un- 
der all circumstances.” If she maintains 
her superiority at sea, her antagonists 
must try to convert the sea war as 
quickly as possible into a land war, and 
to seek a decision where all the nerves 


of the world-empire meet—that is in 
London. 


PEARY’S MAN 


OF CONFIDENCE. 


Private Secretary to the Arctic Ex- 
plorer Attempts To Suicide. 
West Union, O., July 22.—Walter Swain, 
who was the private secretary of Lieuten- 
ant Peary on his arctic expedition, is in 
the county jail here at the point of death. 
Swain’s story is pitiful and romantic. 
While on the expedition he contracted 
sciatic rheumatism, and his pain was so 
awful that he became a morphine fiend. 
Upon ‘his ‘return to Indianapolis, where 
his father is a prominent citizen, he be- 
came, after a time, comparatively well, 
and wrote much excellent matter about his 

voyage. Later he came to this county. 

Last fall heart disease in a very painful 
form attacked him. He was taken to 
Portsmouth, O., and remained in the Leg- 
ler hotel all winter. During his stay there 
he married the daughter of the landlord. 
Last spring they moved to Otway, O. 

One day he disappeared and was not 
located until a month ago at Peebles, O. 
At Otway he had committed forgery and 
the sheriff arrested him and brought him 
to jail here.

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Paradoxical Situation Assumed by the 
Holders of Gold. 
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WILL RESCUE THE RESERVE

Peculiar Unanimity in the Desire To 


‘‘Restore Confidence.”’ 


UNUSUAL METHODS BROUGHT INTO USE 
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Coin Notes and Legal Tenders Are 
Being Constantly Thrust Into 
Ominous Retirement, 


New York, July 22.—The situation in Wall 
Street has cleared up somewhat, and the 
bears who have been hammering the mar- 
ket recently were confronted with a new 
condition. On Monday F. D. Tappan, of the 
Gallatin National bank, who has been a 
leader in financial circles for years, and in 
time of panic always acts as the chairman 
of the loan committee which has charge of 
the loan certificates, made a tour among 
the down-town banks for the purpose of 
sounding the leading officials as to their 
willingness to step in and protect the gov- 
ernment’s gold reserve. 

The bears in the stock market, who have 
been unusually the ad- 
journment of the Chicago convention, were 
indulging in all sorts of sensational talk 
about raids on the treasury gold, and it 
must be admitted that the reports had a 
demoralizing effect. They were not prepar- 
ed for Mr. Tappan’s action, however, and 
today when it was officially stated that the 
banks had fallen in with Mr. ‘Tappan's idea, 
and would contribute millions or 
so of the metal, 
in a measure and a good proportion of the 
paper profits of the shorts was wiped out. 

The gold to be turned the 
treasury will bring the up to 
traditional hundred million mark, and, ac- 
cording to authorities, it will be kept there 
if the banks can bring it about. The en- 
couraging feature of this latest effort on the 
part of the banks to sustain the govern- 
ment credit was the unanimity which pre- 
Vailed among the bankers; not a single 
Official approached on the matter having 
failed to respond. The gold contributed will 
be turned into the sub-treasury as soon as 
possible, but for all practical purposes it is 
at the government's disposal already. 

Another important question, that of 
checking gold exports, is being dis- 
cussed in Wall street circles. As yet the 
matter is in embryo. Some of those Inter- 
ested are in favor of advancing rates for 
money, and again it is argued that if 
rates should stiffen funds would pile higher 
and defeat the very. objects bankers are 
trying to obtain. Others speak of buying 
gold in Europe and importing it the same 
as in the panic of 1893. It is well known 
that the bulk of the gold shipped recently 
has cost Austrian and German bankers a 
pretty penny, and it is stated that the 
shipppers here have been allowed as much 
as by per cent profit. 

In addition it must be remembered that 
for a long time sterling exchange ruled 
against the shippers, and that the European 
consignees also had to make up this differ- 
ence to the consignor. Other bankers again 
argue that with the financial institutions 
acting as a unit the treasury reserv® can 
be held intact ‘until cotton, wheat, etc., 
begin to move. Before long, they say, the 
sterling exchange market will be flooded 
With cotton futures, and this will put an 
end to gold exports without resorting to 
artificial methods.

STORY OF A DUEL. 


A Tragic Affair of Honor Which Oc- 

curred Many Years Ago. 

The death of Colonel ‘Joe’ McKibben in 
Washington recently removed one of the 
most interesting figures about the national 
capital, and one which has been identified 
With some picturesque historic incidents. 
In addition to being a “‘forty-niner,” re- 
,lates The Philadelphia Times, Colonel Me- 
Kibben was the sole surviver of the fa- 
mous Broderick-Terry duel, which occurred 
in California in 1859. It was one of the most 
remarkable encounters in the history of 
the code in America, and Colonel Mc- 
Kibben used to tell the Story of it in an 
interesting way. 

“It was a pretty fight,” said Colonel Mc- 
Kibben one day recently, wnen a little au- 
dience had gathered about him on the 
veranda of his home at Marshall Hall. 
“Those were great days. No more excit- 
ing political contests have occurred in the 
United States than those which occurred 
in California forty years ago. The 
duel between Broderick and Terry was one 
of the most interesting of them. It grew 
out of political differences. The principals 
and seconds were all strong partisans. In 
that day the duello was as much of an in- 
Stitution in the far west as it ever was 
in our southern states or in Germany. 

“The fight grew Out of the election in 
which the democrats defeated badly Mr. 
Broderick and all his friends, including me. 
This occurred September 7, 1857. During the 
Campaign there had been all sorts of 
crimination and recrimination and a great 
deal of bad feeling had been Stirred up. 
It looked at first as though Broderick and 
another senator named Gwin would go out 
together, but Chief Justice Terry felt him- 
Self aggrieved at reflections Broderick cast 
on him and the quarrel between them de- 
veloped to the point where Judge Terry 
sent the famous challenge from Oakland. 
He referred to the offensive remarks Brod- 
erick had made during the campaign and 
said that Calhoun Benham would act as 
his second. 

“There was no mistaking the meaning of 
the note which Mr. Benham delivered to 
Senator Broderick and the senator placed 
the matter in my hands to arrange for him. 
Colonel Thomas Hayes, who had been a 
friend of Broderick at one time, was called 
to assist Benham, and ex-Sheriff David 
Colton was associated with me. 

‘The duel tock place at the famous Lake 
house dueling grounds, near San. Fran- 
cisco, September 12, 1859. The Terry pecovle 
proposed several curious arrangements Ter- 
ry’s seconds also objected to the grounds 
selected, but his objection was not consid- 
ered seriously. 

“There were many efforts to bring about 
a compromise to the difficulty, but they 
were fruitless. At the appointed time the 
parties were all on the gdound. It was 
more like the Irish duels that Charles 
Lever has described than like anything 
American, People had come a hundred 
Witness the encounter and there 
was a crowd of fully eighty-five persons 
present. Dr. Dan Aylette attended Judge 
Torry, with Dr. William Hammond as his 
assistant. Dr. Loehr, the editor of a Ger- 
man paper in San Francisco, attended 
senator Broderick. 

“The morning light was still dim when 
the parties to the duel assembled. It was 
damp and cold, and both principals and 
seconds were wrapped and muffled to their 
chins. senator Broderick was perfectly 
composed and chatted away as though the 
occasion Was most commonplace. I exam- 
ined the clothing of Judge Terry to see 
that it contained nothing to stop a bullet, 
and Mr. Benham examined Senator Brod- 
erick. Then we drew for position, and 
Judge Terry won the choice of weapons, 
while-Senator Broderick won the choice of 
position. 

“At about 7

said: ‘Fire—one two!” They fired to- 
gether. Senator. Braderick’s pistol ball 
Struck the pround iyg.front of Judge Ter- 
ry.

The ball penetrated Senator Broderick’s 
dung. He died in a few days.” 

The Broderick-Terry duel was not the 
only encounter in which Colonel McKibben 
(sok part. He was a very conspicuous cit- 
izen“@,id took an active part in politics, 
serving @ie term in congress. To be in 
politics in the early California days was 
to invite such encounters as that between 
Senator Broderick and Judge Terry. 

Mr. Broderick was the first senator ever 
killed in a duel. Singularly enough, he was 
a native of the Distriet of Columbia, and 
it was said that his father. who was a 
stone mason, had cut some of the marble 
pillars in the senate chember in which the 
son aiterwards had a seat.

An Atlanta cabman has a quick eye for 
money, and this Keenness of vision on the 
part of a midnight jehu has caused the 
secret service officers to open up a money 
factory in Milton county. from which the 
spurious sheckels have been pouring forth 
abundantly. 

Two counterfeiters were arrested late 
Tuesday night by the local police officers, 
and yesterday morning were committed be- 
fore Clerk of the United States Court O. C. 
Fuller, who presided as commissioner. A 
g00d quantity of deceptive coin was re- 
covered, which points to extensive operation 
by the gang from Milton county. 

A drowsy cabman was hailed by a rough 
voice Tuesday night and was ordered by the 
occupant of the cab to drive quickly to 
Courtland street. He gave the driver a 
silver dollar, and walked hurriedly into the 
house to which he was driven. Something 
in the weight of the money caused the 
darkey to examine it closely under the 
gxlare of the electric light. Then he threw 
it down on the stone pavement to catch 
the clink of silver, but the clink of the 
coin didn’t come The action of the darky 
caused a‘patrolman who Was passing to 
come up, and the dollar was given to him 
for examination. lie decided it was ol 
spurious make, and with the assistance of 
the cabman located the man from whom it 
had come and placed him under arrest. 

The man gave his name as Warren 
Goodwin, and staféd that he had received 
the money ena man called Cook, who 
was at Morris’ wagon yard, on Decatur 
street. Other ofcers were called, and with 
Goodwin proceede& to the wagon yard,

Aldermanic Board Act on the Mutua 
* Building Matter Today. 


TWO OTHER PETITIONS PENDING 


Council Will Meet Today and Decide 
the Fate of the Exposition Build- 
ings and Grounds. 


An important session of the aldermanic 
board will be held this afternoon. Several 


| matters of interest will be acted on by the 


board. 

The petition of the Mutual Building Com- 
pany to be allowed to erect a building ex- 
tending over the sidewalks at the junction 
of Peachtree and Broad streets will be 
considered. The petition was approved by 
the council three weeks ago; }ut on ac- 
count of the absence of one or two of the 
aldermen from the city the matter was al- 
lowed to go over at the last meeting of the 
board. 

The Mutual company proposes to erect a 
handsome twelve-story building if the city 
will allow the use of the sidewalks, the 
building to extend out from fe second 
story to the edge of the street, making an 
archway over the sidewalks on Peachtree 
and Broad streets. There was considerable 
opposition to the plan, but the council 
voted to grant the petition. 

Several prominent citizens who own prop- 
erty in the vicinity of the proposed build- 
ing were represented at the council meet- 
ing and‘*they contended that the petition 
should not be granted. Since that time 
two other petitions of like character have 
been presented to the council and they are 
now pending. Mr. J. M. Holbrook has 
asked for the right to build at the junc- 
tion of Forsyth and Whitehall streets and 
Mr. J. C. Peck desires to erect a building 
at the junction of Peachtree and Pryor 
streets if the city will allow the bulilding 
to be extended over the sidewalk from the 
second story. 

The matter of taking a new census of 
the city will come up before the alder- 
manic board today. An ordinance appro- 
priating $1,000 for the work was passed by 
the council Monday and it will doubtless 
be concurred in by the board. The ordl- 
nance provides that the census shall be 
taken between September ist and Decem- 
ber 3lst, under the direction of the secre- 
tary of state and councfl committee on 
manufacturers’ statistics.

Macon Leader Flings Hot Sance Freely 
at Boss Buck. 


KICKS OUT OF THE TRACES 


And Declares He Won’t Serve on 


Buck’s Committee. 


GIVES SOME SALTY REASONS FOR IT 


Says Buck Called Some of His Ap- 
pointees Traitors—Sensation in 
Republican Ranks.

Those who have laughed at the story that 
Colonel A. E. Buck has trouble on his 
hands will find interesting reading in the 
letter of Mr. Walter P. Corbett, of Macon, 


to the republican leader. 
Mr. Corbett,. who is known as one of the 


republican “Rig Four,’ in Macon, decl r 
to ‘serve on the state central committee to 
which he was appointed by Colonel Buck 
on Monday 1ast. 

His letter of declination is not a bit re- 
gerved in its tone and speaks in terms that 
no one can misconstrue. Mr. Corbett gives 
his reasoris for not serving and they will 
produce a sensation in the ranks of the 
republican leaders. 

He says that he cannot serve because F, 
J. Wimberly, whom Colonel Buck himself 
had said to be a traitor and utterly un- 
worthy of belief in every way, is appointed 
as his colleague from the sixth district. 

A further reason is that W. A. Pledger, 
who had been denounced by Colonel Buck 
in ike manner, is &@ member of the com- 
mittee. 

The letter of Mr. Corbett is calculated to 
create a great stir in the ranks of the 
democracy and will emphasize the split 
which is already- considerable in its size. 
Mr, Corbett’s card is as follows: 


Colonel A. E. Buck, Chairman Repub- 
lican State Central Committee, Auan- 
ta, Ga.—Dear Sir: Your communication 
of July loth, advising me of my ap- 
pointment as a member of the republi- 
can state central committee of Georgia, 
together with an inclosure showing com- 
plete list of committee, has just been 
received. 

‘In reply I spectfully decline to serve 
on said committee, for the following 
reasons. 

I see that you have seen fit to place 
on said committee, as a member from 
the sixth congressional district, one F. 
J. Wimberly, of Atlanta, but who is 
put down as from Hamilton, Ga., a man 
who, upon the authority of yourself, 
is a traitor, unworthy of belief and un- 
terly unreliable in every way. This was 
told me with great emphasis by your- 
self and Walter H. Johnson. 

Also, for reasons best known to your- 
self, you have appointed W. A. Pledger, 
of Athens, on the committee, from the 
state at large, whom you classed with 
Wimberly and characterized to me, in 
plain and forcible terms, in a like man- 
ner. 

If you are willing to serve upon a com- 
mittee and be classed with characters 
of this kind and be responsible for their 
appointment thereon, vou can do so.

Brunswick, Ga., July 22.—(Special)—The 
fine Italian hand of Colonel Buck, boss ‘of 
the republican party in Georgia, is shown 
in one instance by his appointment of 
members of the state central committee. 
From the eleventh district W. H. Mat- 
thews and BE. R. Belcher, both of Bruns- 
wick, are named. 

These two men are bitter rivals in local 
politics and both have a good following 
among the colored people. 

Matthews is at the head of a faction 
which bolted the county convention here 
some weeks ago, over which Belcher pre- 
sided, after which they both indulged “n 
fevere cards against each other. Colo.iel 
Buck is evidently playing hard to get the 
republican factions together and has ar- 
ranged his committee well. 

Matthews was also one of the leaders in 
the contest before the St. Louis convention 
Which the Belcher faction beat. Belcher is 
the right hand man of Secretary John H. 
Deveaux, of the state committee, and was 
deputy collector of customs under Deveaux 
at Brunswick during Harrison's admin- 
istration. Matthews was collector of in- 
te-ior revenue under the same regime.

The laying of the cornerstone was very 
impressive. A large number of articles 
and papers were placed in the corner stone 
for preservation. Prayer was offered by 
the grand chaplain at the close of the 
exercises and the crowd drove back to 
the city. 

The Georgia College of Eclectic Medicine 
and Surgery was chartered in 1839 as the 
Reform Medical College of Georgia. It 
was one of the first colleges to make a 
fight against the use of certain chemicals, 
among which was calomel. It was first 
located at Macon and was a flourishing 
school of medicine up to the beginning 
of the civil war, having as many as 200 
pupils during a session. After the war 
the college was, by a special act of the 
legislature, removed from Macon to Atlan- 
ta, where it has been in operation since. 

The new building is three stories in 
height and is on the most modern style 
of architecture. The first story contains 
a reception room, president’s room, facutly 
room, museum and dispensary. On the 
second floor is the chemical laboratory, 
chemical lecture room and amphitheater, 
and on the third floor are the dissecting 
rooms and their adjuncts.
